Alcoholic Neuritis May Be Cause<l By - 


Vitamin Deficiency

When nerves become inflamed or 


damaged so that they degenerate, the 
condition Is co'rrimonly called neuritis 
—which means an inflammation of the 
nerve. The public* has learned to use 
the tern\ for any undiagnosed pain 
which, frequently is not neuritis but 
Arthritis, meaning inflammation of the 
joint, or a mypsltis, meaning inflam- 
mation of a muscle. 


There are a,U sorts of causes for 


neuritis. It has been well established 
t^a\ poisons, particularly poisoning by 
lead, arsenic artd mercury, may cause 
serious; inflamVnations in the nerves, 
xcessive use of alcohol and many of the 
chemical poisons used in jndastry may 
produce neuritis. Occasionally chem- 
ical compounds such as tHose found in 
synthetic gin during prohibition, may 
produce neurtis. 


Infections may attock nerves as well 


as other tissues and'all of the common 
infections may occasionally produce 
neuritis. Disturbances of the blood 
which make it impossible for the 
nerves to receive proper nourishment 
may result in degenerative and intlaW- 
matory changes. 
'Finally, a deficiency in the diet of 
certain vitamins has a definite effect 
pn, nerve tissu,e. There are instances 
in which changes in the conslruction of 
nerve tissue are .inherited. 


It becomes impossible to treat all 


cases of neuritis in the same way. It 
is important to determine the exact 
causes in each instance and to treat 
the conditio, naccordingly. It is possi- 
be in some instances that several 
causes are operating at the same time, 


Alcoholic neuritis is now rare. Now 


it is seen mast frequently among se- 
cre^ drinkers, particularly women. This 
condition is seen much.'nxore often 
tha nthe alcoholic neuritis associalecl 
with sudden or' prolonged drinking nt 
rare intervals. Recently it has been 
well established that alcoholic neuritis 
is due to the fact th'at the patient does 
not eat and as a result becomes defi-

Aside from these charges of violence 


the Ukrainians,say the Polish govern- 
ment! is pursuing a set policy of try- 
ing to Polonize the people.

Ukrainian tongue, eliminates them 
from the local government. 


In Russia, the Ukrane nominally is 


one of the nxfmbcr of Soviet "Repub- 
lics" which make up the Union of So- 
viet Russian Republics. 


But here again Ukrainian leader? 


aboard say their compatriots are un- 
der a terror. They sny that in 1931 
the Soviet forced Ukrainian peasants, 
to leave their farms and join the col- 
lective farming outfits, Thousands o 
those unwilling to do so wore sent tr 
convict enmps in Siberia. The Ukrain- 
ians are a religious people. Their 
churches were closed and many 
their priests sent into exile. 


In the, same year a giant trial was 


stage in Kharkov in which 45 Ukrain- 
ian leaders, many of them belonging 
to tile intelligentsia, were charged witf 
conspiracy to stir up a revolt for the 
purpose of establishing an independent 
Ukrainian republic. They were nil 
found guilty and sentenced to long 
tcims of imprisonment. Only recent- 
ly it was reported that the Ogpu had 
arrested a large number of Ukrainian 
officers in the Russian army on simi- 
lar charges. 


The Soviet Vn&sfers arc' particularly 


nervous right ndw about happenings 
in the Ukraine because they fcSr Hit- 
ler's reputed plans for this spring or 
summer. 
. They would probably fight to the 
death to prevent the Ukraine being 
taken away from them. 
.The territory comprises one-quarter 
of the population of Russia, porduccs 
20 per cent of Russian grain, has near- 
ly one-fifth of its industries, over 75 
per cent of coal, 89 per cent of its coke, 
77 per cent of its iron ore and 80 per 
cent of its sugar. 


Therefore the loss of Russian Ukraine 


would be a body blow to the Soviet 
and a real empire for Nazi Germany.

Alford, secretary of Ihe commission, 
said there "must be some mistake" in 
Senator Pilkinton's information, "be- 
cause we: have a state law prohibiting 
any book company to charge the state 
more for any book than the sa'mte book 
sells for in another slale." 


Mr. Alford said violalion of this 


statute'is grounds for breakng a con- 
tract and ordering forfeiture of bonds 
posted by the book companies making 
bids. These bonds vary according to 
•the-amount of business a company re- 
ceives, he explained. 


He said the commission does not in- 


vestigate before awarding contracts to 
learn if the company is selling books in 
other stales at lower prices, depending 
on intgrity of the book concerns and 
the threat of forfeiture of bonds. 


"The method of adopting free text- 


books in Arkansas has not been suc- 
cessful or satisfactory in the past, so 
what reason have we to believe it will 
be in the future?" Mr. Pilkinton said, 
^indicating he probably will fight an 
administration bill to provide free text- 
:books for high schools. 


He said he had not decided how he 


would vote on the bill. 


"So-called 'free extbooks' have not 


relieved parents o£ buying elementary 
books, since many of Ihe books now 
in use are inadequate and because of 
this, additional 'materials are necessary 
for a satisfaclory course. These usually 
are paid for by the school patrons," 
Mr, Pilkinton said. 


He said records of the state Textbook 


Commission showed a speller series

Always Known as a 


"Fighting Man"

The scene is Las Pnlmns, cnpitnl 


Of the Cnnnry Islands, 


A short man with black hnlt1, blnck 


eyes,- dressed In Iho uniform of n 
Spanish nnny officers, climbs into 
n waiting plane. 
A moment later n 


British commercial pilot swings into 
his soul, turns on the ignition, A whirl 
of the propeller — mul the plone cat- 
apults into the nir, headed for Mor- 
occo. 


It is July 17, 1930. The Spantsli re- 


bellion Is on. 


The man is uniform is Frnnciso 


Franco Bnhnmomle, military cpmman- 
aer of the Canary Islands, a mean, 
remote post for one who once com- 
manded Spain's foreign legion, who 
headed the nation's war college. 


One of his most prUctl decorations 


come from 
Alfonso, the last king 


of Spain. "Serve me always," said 
Alfonso on that occasion to Franco, 
suppressor of the Fiffs in Morocco. 
But 
Alfonso was no longer king, 


ami the Spanish throne was non-exis- 
tent when Franco started an armed 
Insurrenction against the Republican 
government he hntod and which dis- 
trusted him. 


Now two and a half years after 


the Spanish civil wnr began, the world 
Is. still asking: "What is this rebel 
lender really like?" 


Long Military Career 


Generalissimo Francisco Franco is 


4G years old. Ho comes of n middle 
class family in Ferrol, Galicin. 
The 


military career beckoned early: at 
14 he was a cadet in the Alcazar, Tol- 
edo, Spain's West Point. 


He is short, stocky, like Mussolini, 


at times he wears a little mustache 
like Hitler. 
Unlike the two Middle 


European dictators, he is not a speach- 
makor and ho has been n soldier all 
his life. 


At 23 he was in Morocco, fighting 


the Riffs. 
His courage aud coolness 


won admiration from friends and foes- 
nnd so.'he was able to rally the Moors 
under the lasugcnt flag, for they 
could respect a man who had fought 
them so bravely. 


At 3-1 he WHS the youngest brigadier 


general in the army, already known in 


European military circles as an able 
strategist, 


At 42 he won two nicknames, "the 


man of the hour" and ''the butcher." 
It came about In this way. 


In 1934 four years after' the abdlca* 


lion of Alfonso, rightist eleinents In 
Spain won control of the government 
from the left. 
Immediately stj-ikes 


and riots, swept the country. 'In 
Asturlns and Catalonia. H tyas ppen 
rebellion and the left Republican parly 
txculive commiitee unnpunced: "T>ie 
handing over of the republic to Its 
enemies is u monslrous deed." 


Then H runco enlered the scene from 


the Balearic Islands, whither he had 
been sent as military ' governor in 
a move by the Republic to get him 
out of Spain. 
The rightist regime 


headttd by Alejandro Lerroux recal* 
led him tp suppress the workers' revolt 
and he did II wilh a "moiled fist, 
bringing in his forlcgn legionnaires 
lo mop up, 


'Man of the Hour' 


When Franco got through In Astu- 


rias and Catalonia lie was "(he man of 
the hour" lo rightist Spain: but* ft 
the workers he had crushed he was 
"El Cornicero," the butcher.- Tlie 
name explains Ihe slubborn resist- 
ance of these two provinces IP his se- 
cond 
invasion during the present 


War. 


Franco is married ,has a daughter 


lifted 11. His face is dark aiid oval, 
wilhu aquiline nose.

petually flickers over his face. 
His 


ability lo relax is shown by'an oft- 
quolecl -slory—soon afler

decree creating his insurgent stale 
patry, he went Into Ihe garden pf his 
hcadtiuarlcds lo bounce u rubber ball 
with his daughter.

.Unearned. Each acre of forest trees 
set will earn four units or $G under the 
1939 farm program. Each ocrc of trees 
set out In 1938, and reset, cultivated, 
and protected from fire will earn two 
Units or $3 per acre. 


Fanners Iniurusted should contact 


the extension agent at once ns orders 
for trees from the state nursery to be 
set this yeaer, should be placed within 
the next two weeks. 


One thousand seedlings, sufficient to 


plant one acre, Will be given to some 
4-H club boy wh ohas desirable land 
and facilities for caring for the trees. 


Trees properly planted on abandoned 


or diverted cropland for posts, pulp- 
wood, and lumber odd a definite value 
to the farm, reduce erosion, and pro- 
vide a futuro'source of farm income. 


The best time'for setting trees in 


Arkansas is as soon as weather condi- 
tions permit after January 15, and rare- 
ly after March 15, according to F. J. 
Shul\ey, Extension forester, University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture.' 


Black-loclist, and shortleaf and lob- 


lolly pine one-year-old seedlings can 
be purchased from the Arkansas For- 
estry Commission for. $2.50 per thou- 
sand, through the co-operation of the 
county agent, 'district forester, or rang- 
ers Spacing the seedlings 6 by G feet, 
1,000 will plant about nn acre, Mr. 
Shulley said. 


The following procedure is recom- 


mended for planting: 


(1) Work in crews of two—one dig- 


ging the hole, the other carrying the 
seedlings in a bucket and planting 
them. Put water in bucket to keep 
roots moist. 


(2) Dig a hole with mattock or grub 


hoe, making it large enough to ac- 
commodate the roots when they are 
spread out. 


(3) Set seedlings In hole at sa'm'e 


depth as they grew in nursery. Fill 
hole with fresh dirt, and pack firmly 
with heel. 


Ot) Protect seedlings from animals, 


weeds, brush, and fire. Black locust 
should be pruned at end of first and 
second year.
